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ENTRY  FORM. 


For  Animals,  the  declaration  must  contain  the  name  of  the  breeder  or  seller  and 
the  date  of  purchase.  Pure  breeds  or  crosses  from  pure  blood  to  be  accompanied'with 
a  pedigree  establishing  their  purity  or  that  of  their  ascendants. 

_  For  Implements  the  declaration  will  set  forth  the  -'osignation,  the  purposes  for 
Which  intended,  and  the  selling  price  or  cost  of  manufacture  ;  whether  the  exhibitor  be 
the  importer,  inventor,  or  improver,  or,  in  a  word,  whether  the  implement  has  been  con- 
structed on  principles  elsewhere  known. 

^      For  Production,  the  yield  per  acre ;  quality  of  soil.   In  short  the  declaration  should 
give  all  the  information  desirable. 

This  declaration  should  reach  the  Board  of  Agriculture  before  the  first  of  Septem- 
ber.    In  case  where  the  eshibiters  cannot  accompany  their  implements  to  the  exhibition 
they  ought  to  be  addressed  in  due  time,  free,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Exhibition. 

The  printed  Declarations  and  Prize  Lists  will  be  distributed  by  the  Secretaries  of 
the  County  Agricultural  Societies,  as  well  as  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Agricul-
